Sweet. 


A SURE CURE FOR 


Do you have it? Have you 
ever had it? Do you know what 
I am talking about when I talk 
about that sweet experience? 
Do you know what it is to al- 
ways be mild and sweet? If you 
do not, do you think you would 
like to have such an experience? 

People often have an exper- 
ience that does not seem to be 
very sweet. Their manner of ex- 
pression and tone of voice, and 
words they use, seem to be 
rough and distasteful to others. 
Instead of being sweet they seem 
to be sour. Even their ‘‘amens” 
seem to have a grating sensation 
about them. 


1 have often thought this 
ought to be different. I have 
wanted to sweeten up some ex- 
periences I have hitherto met. 
I have witnessed some changes 
in dispositions as they have 
yielded to the Word and_ the 
Holy Ghost. I believe the Holy 
Ghost will mellow any one if 
He is given an opportunity. He 
does not fail on His part. If 
there is any failure it is on the 
part of the individual. It is be- 
cause He is not given complete 
right of way. 

Incidentally I noticed the 
names of some I baptized about 
ten years ago. As I reflected I 
remembered their sweet experi- 
ences. Fresh in my memory to- 
night. I do not know where they 
are now nor what they are, but 
I remember how they were then, 
and I hope they have the same 
sweet experience yet. This is the 
privilege of every one. If you do 
not have it you are living be- 
neath your privilege. 

Several years ago I went to 
a community in the country to 
have meeting. A certain brother 
lived there in that neighborhood. 
1 had never met him before. | 
opened up on Bible Christianity. 
I preached sanctification clear. 
Did not give the carnal nature 
any quarters. I did not show the 
least sympathy for the “old 
man.” I declared he must die. I 
said it was either holiness or 
hell, because the Bible said 
“Follow peace with all men, and 
holiness, without which no man 
shall see the Lord.” / 


One day we gave opportu- 
nity for testimony. This brother 
arose and began to talk. In the 
course of his talk he said, “I 
know I am saved and sanctified, 
but'I have lost the sweetness of 
my experience.” He went on and 
explained himself more fully 
and definite. He made me think 
his testimony was true. He had 
been sanctified and was still liv- 
ing a good life, but the sweet- 
ness had gone. I have noticed 
some similar experiences since 
that time. I-have decided it is 
one thing to be saved or sanc- 
tified and another thing to have

the sweet experience, although | 
this sweet experience belongs | 
with sanctification always. | 


Several years ago a good 
brother remarked to me_ that 
there was both a sweet holiness 
experience and a sour holiness. 
I could not understand how a 
person could be sanctified and 
at the same time possess a sour 
experience. I do admit, however, 
that there may be people that 
profess to have the experience of 
sanctification and have a sour or 
bitter experience, but as I un- 
derstand sanctification, and the 
effect it has on people, it makes 
them sweet, and at the same 
time they will enjoy a sweet 
ness of experience that is al- 
ways sweet. This is an exper- 
ience that is not harsh, not 
boastful, not sour, not bitter 
and stormy, but mild and sweet. 


Sanctification, and the sweet- 
ness of such an experience is a 
sure cure for many serious ills. 
It means death to the “old man” 
that lurks in the hearts of be- 
lievers until he is crushed and 
destroyed—‘crucified” —by an 
application of the blood of 
Christ. Get the old man out and 
the sweet experience is sure to 
follow. But as long as the “old 
man” remains, there will be oc- 
casional storms m the experi- 
ence, in the home, in your busi- 
ness and even in Sunday school 
sometimes when things do not 
go just to suit you. 


This “old man” experience 
will cause divisions and trouble 
every where he goes. He can be 
gentle and quiet and lovely and 
pleasant, but somewhere along 
the path he will upset his pos- 
sessor and often ruin him for 
life. Just one outburst in a cer- 
tain instance took a man’s life 
over fifteen cents. Just one time 
of rising up it destroyed confi- 
dence in a way that it was never 
fully restored. Just one appear 
ance in a man’s life, even after 
he had been sanctified for years, 
wrecked his life until he has 
never regained what he lost. 
Just one upheavel is enough to 
_wreck many lives if they chance 
to be in the way at the time of 
the eruption. And these out- 
breaks are sometimes almost 
like earthquakes. They do much 
‘damage to property, to morality, 
ito religious experience, and 
, work havoc in their path every- 
where they go. Such eruptions 
are extremely dangerous and ev- 
ery precaution should be taken 
,to prevent them. But I know 
‘but one remedy—“The blood of 
Jesus Christ cleanseth from all 
sin.” And when thorough cleans 
‘ing is wrought it leaves that 
sweet experience that God _pre- 
‘pared for all of His children. 
| 
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Paul wrote to the Coiossians 
thus: “But now ye also put off 


‘

' 


out of your mouth. Lie not one 
to another, seeing that ye 
have put off the old man with 
his deeds.” According to Paul’s 
statement these things named 
above belong to the “old man” 
and not to a person that is sanc- 


tified. But the warning here 


comes as if there may be some 
danger of a return of the same 
old principles that once pre- 
vailed. 


Paul addressed his letter to 
“the saints and faithful brethren 
in Christ’ when he gave this 
warning. He was evidently writ- 
ing to sanctified people. Then 
this makes me think that even 
sanctified people need some ad- 
monition and training as well 
as warnings. And what is good 
for sanctified people is also good 
for people that are baptized with 
the Holy Ghost. and I presume 
most all of the Colossians were 
baptized with the Holy Ghost be- 
sides having the experience of 
sanctification. 

Then it is plain that anger, 
wrath, malice, blasphemy, and 
filthy communication, are works 
of the flesh and not of the Spirit 
of Christ. At Galatians 5:19-2Y, 
Paul names the works of the 
tiesh which are very similar to 
those mentioned above, only 
more extensive. He mentions 
seventeen evils and designates 
them “works of the _ flesh.” 
Among the number are hatred, 
wrath, strife, seditions, heresies. 
These may be the most common 
to show themselves, and when 
they appear they should be put 
down and out at once by the 
person in whom they begin to 
dominate. If one finds the least 
bit of hatred beginning to take 
possession he should go to the 
Lord for help and remain there 
until he receives a fresh supply 
of whatever it takes to get rid of 
the enemy. If he finds wrath 
springing up occasionally, even 
if it is only manifest in a very 
feeble manner he should rush to 
the fountain and have his life 
renewed and the death sentence 
placed upon the ruinous thing. 
When we come to strife we are 
reminded that Paul puts an end 
to this at once and stabs it to 
the heart when he says, “The 
servant of the Lord must not 
strive.” This means simply that 
he must not do it. There is no 
permission given for such an act. 

The next word to consider is 
“seditions.” This describes an- 
other act that is a work of the 
flesh and not the Spirit. The 
word means an offence against 
the government, or, divisions, as 
given in the revised version. At 
any rate it is a wrong commit- 
ted, for it is wrong to commit an 
offence against the Church of 
God (1 Cor. 10:32), and it is 
wrong to cause division, for Paul 
says, ‘Mark them which cause 
divisions and offences * * * and 
avoid them.” (Rom. 16:17.) 

By close stuay of these words 
and the sense in which they are 
used I conclude this is another 
point in favor of church govern- 
ment. Do not cause divisions, 
do not commit an offence a- 


must be the literal meaning for 
Paul says, ‘Give none offence, 
neither to the Jews, nor to the 
Gentiles, nor to the church of 
god. “(1 Cor. 10:37.) Then 
since sedition means offence a- 
gainst the government, and Paul 
says, “give no offence to. the 
Church of God,” I conclude that 
the seditions that he designates 
as works of the flesh must be 
offences against the Church of 
God. 

If this analogy is correct, then 
whoever offends—imolests or an- 
noys, pains or injures—the 
Church of God, is actuated by 
the flesh. This also indicates 
that those who seek to insult or 
injure the Church of God are not 
sanctified. Sanctified people 
will not want to injure anybody. 
And allofthe above leads us to 
make the statement that sancti- 
fication means much. And it will 
always bring a person into that 
sweet experience described in 
the Bible. ‘“He shall be a vessel 
unto honor, sanctified, and meet 
for the master’s use, and pre- 
pared unto every good work.” 
(2 Tim. 2:21.) ' 

Besides putting off the old 
man with his deeds” it is nec- 
essary to put on the new man.” 
(Col. 3:10) This experience puts 
you over into a sweet even ex- 
perience where “Christ is all and 
in all.” (Col. 3:11). You have 
now become the “elect,” called 
by Paul “holy and_ beloved.” 
These seem like pet names— 
sweetness itself. No wonder God 
compares the Church to the 
‘apple of His eye,” and _§ says, 
“for he that toucheth you touch- 
eth the apple of his eye.” 

Now we are. getting far 
enough along to walk softly and 
speak tenderly and take another 
step into the treasure house be- 
fore us. As the elect of God, as 
holy and beloved children of the 
Most High, put on bowels of 
mercies—a heart of compas- 
gion R.V.—kindness, humbleness 
of mind, meekness, longsuffer- 
ing.” It is certainly a great favor 
to be the elect of God. It is in- 
deed a wonderful experience to 
be holy and beloved, but on top 
of these pet names that indicate 
that sweet experience there are 
still additions to make. Put on 
a heart of compassion. This is 
what Jesus had. He had compas- 
sion on the multitude and fed 
them when they were hungry, 
healed their sick, raised their 
dead and attended to their wants 
almost constantly. He came not 
to be ministered unto but to 
minister. 

You may be far enough along 
to be the “elect,” and _ called 
“holy and beloved”, but now put 
on a heart of compassion that 
will make you want to spend 
your life in helping others. Bow- 
els of mercies! This is the very 
essence of tenderness and Pove. 
Talk about sweetness, now you 
are getting into it by this time. 
“ou surely feel its heavenly in- 
fluence now. Jt is wonderful. 
This reminds me of one expres- 
sion by Jehovah Himself, “Be 
still, and know that I am God.” 





lect,” “holy and beloved,” with 


a heart of compassion—bowels 
of mercies.” 

But listen, there is another 
garment to put on. What is it? 
“Kindness.” Define it. All right, 
here it is: ‘‘Benevolent; indul- 
gent; affectionate; sympathet- 
ic.” Put on this kind of an experi 
ence. And get it on so well that 
it will become perfectly natural 
for you to be kind to all, with 
scarcely any effort on your part. 

It looks like this would be suf- 
ficent, but Paul does not stop 
here. The next garment is “hum- 
bleness of mind.” This is humil- 
ity itself. This means that you 
do not think you know it all, 
but you are ready and willing to 
be taught. You are now down 
where the Holy Ghost, who is 
your teacher, can more easily 
teach you. 

The next garment is “meek- 
ness.” It hardly seems one 
would need any more, but we 
are earnestly desiring that sweet 
experience possessed by thous- 
ands of saints that have trod the 
earth, finished their work well, 
and entered into glory. We want 
the Jesus experience — ‘‘like 
Him,” says John. Yes, put on 
“meekness.” Jesus says, “Bless- 
ed are the meek,” and “I am 
meek and lowly in heart.” Jesus 
rode into Jerusalem in fulfill- 
ment of prophecy and it is said 
of Him, ‘Tell ye the daughter of 
Sion, Behold, thy King cometh 
unto thee, meek, and sitting up- 
on an ass.” (Matt. 21: 5.) Of 
course we want to put on meek- 
ness. But what is it? “A temper 
of mind that is not easily pro- 
voked, and suffers injuries with- 
out desire of revenge, and quiet- 
ly submits to the will of God. A 
humble submissive frame of 
spirit, ready to receive and en- 
tertain the truths of God.” 

Meekness is one fruit of the 
Spirit. “Seek meekness,” says 


itne prophet. “It may be you shall 


be hid in the day of the 
anger.” 


Lord’s 
(Zeph. 2:3.) This gar- 
ment is also necessary when 
there is a brother to restore. 
“Brethren, if a man be over 
taken in a fault, ye which 
are spiritual, restore such 
an one in the spirit of 
meekness.” (Gal. 6: 1.) Then 
Paul exhorts us to “walk worthy 
of the vocation wherewith ye are 
called, with all lowliness and 
meekness” (Eph. 4: 1, 2.), and 
urges in strong terms to ‘“‘follow 
after meekness.” (1 Tim. 6: 11.) 
Put on this wonderful virtue? 
Of course we will! Our Christian 
clothing is not complete without 
it. That sweet experience will 
not be as sweet without it. In 
giving instructions to Titus, 
Paul said, “Speak evil of no man, 
* * be no brawlers, but gentle, 
shewing all meekness unto all 
men.” (Titus 3: 2.) By this time 
surely you will all want to put 
on meekness, and by doing so be 
guided by the Lord for the 
Psalmist states with all candor 
“the meek will he guide in judg- 
ment, and the meek will he teach 
his way.” (Psalm 25:9.) 

The next article of clothing to 





put on is “longsuffering.” This 
means to bear a long time and 
not complain. Paul explains it 
thus: “Forbearing one another, 
and forgive one another.” This 
is another fruit of the Spirit.And 
this is to be put on after the “old 
man” is put off. It is to be effect- 
ive in the sweetening of ones ex- 
perience. It removes irritation 
and gives a good smooth sweet 
lexperience. By continuous ac- 
‘tion one can reach a state de- 
| scribed by Paul thus: “Strength- 
ened with all might, according 
to his glorious power, unto all 
patience and longsuffering with 
joyfulness.” (Col. 1: 11.) And 
this carries us over to a position 
where we can claim the wonder- 
ful experience described further 
on: “Giving thanks unto the 
Father,which hath made us meet 
to be partakers of the inheri- 
tance of the saints in light.” 
(Col. 1: 12.) This is indeed won 
derful! If you have not yet 
reached these blessed experi- 
ences, keep pressing on up the 
road. They are up there for ev- 
ery traveler who will meet the 
conditions and cling to the 
sweetness that really sweetens. 

Now we are truly on sacred 
soil. We are delving into the 
sweetest of the sweets. And 
there is one more garment 
to don without which our cloth- 
ing would be incomplete. The 
next is the outer coat. “And a- 
‘bove all these thing put on 
charity (love), which is the 
bond of perfectness.” Col. 3: 
14.) This fulfills the law. It 
meets every demand. It never 
fails. Without this heavenly vir- 
tue the sweetness would not be 
perfect. But this is the cap 
stone and adds the most exquis- 
ite flavor and excellence. 

That sweet experience is de 
fined. It is not harsh, not boast- 
ful, not sour, not bitter and 
stormy, but mild and sweet. 
Made so by following the Word 
of God step by step until the goal 
has been reached. This sweet 
experience is a sure cure for 
many serious ills, and will make 
home happier, the ~ church 
stronger, and life more pleasant.

was the Christ except it was re- 
vealed to them. Thomas testi- 
fies only after he had thrust his 
hand in his side, and put his fin- 
gers in the nail prints in his 
hands. 

Jesus’ own brothers did not 
believe on him after they had 
seen the great miracles He did. 

These proofs with many oth- 
ers, show that a man must have 
the witness within himself. Peter 
says,““We are His witnesses of 
these things and so is also the 
Holy Ghost, whom God hath giv- 
en to them that obey him.” Acts 
5:32. The Holy Ghost witnesses 
of the things that Jesus does, 
when he comes into a man. He 
is a spirit. The angel told John 
that, “the testimony of Jesus is 
the spirit of prophecy.” when 
Zacharia’s tongue was loosed 


him, he began to testify and 
prophesy of one who _ should 
come after John.

Peter says that your sons and 
daughters shall prophesy when 
they receive the Holy Ghost. 
They may tell of Jesus’ coming, 
or of the eternal judgment of the 
wicked, or something that will 
soon come to those that abide in 
unbelief or any other things 
that please the Spirit. But the 
thought is, that the testimony 
of Jesus is that testimony that 
the Spirit gives. All other testi- 
monies will be “gainsaid.” 


At the house of Cornelius 
when the Holy Ghost fell on all 
that heard the Word, they spake 
with tongues and magnified God. 
Now these Gentiles did not 
speak in the natural man’s way, 
but by the Spirit. No doubt but 
what they magnified God by 
prophesying of great things 
that He would do, and very like- 
ly they denounced the idols that 
the Gentiles had been sacrificing 
unto. It was the testimony of 
Jesus and not of themselves. 


Peter acknuwiedged that he 
could not with-stand God. He 
might have withstood the Gen- 
tiles, but not the God that was 
in them. For it was the testimo- 
ny of Jesus, and all who heard 
it knew and acknowledged it. 
Then we read where Paul laid 
his hands on certain disciples at 
Ephesus, and they received the 


Holy Ghost, and spoke in 
tongues and _ prophesied (or 
testified.) We see that “the 


prophecy” has always been con- 
nected with the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost. No man’s prophecy 
is true except it come by the 
Holy Ghost. 

Jesus said, His own witness 
would not do, but there was one 
greater, that testified or gave 
witness of Him. No man is able 
to bear witness of Jesus, because 
they have not seen or known 
Him in the natural; therefore, 
He must be revealed to him by 
the Spirit. He might testify with 
his mouth and yet doubt in 
his heart. But when the Holy 
Ghost testifies through him, 
then his heart also testifies. He 
believes every word he utters 
because the Holy Ghost is bear- 
ing him witness at the same 
time. Thus every word is es- 
tablished in the mouth of two 
witnesses. 


St. Paul could not testify of 
Jesus until he had the witness 
in his heart. He even despised 
those who did have this witness, 
but as soon as he was _ struck 
down and came face to _ face 
with Him through the Holy 
Ghost then every thing else was 
condemned in Paul by this tes- 
timony. And Paul began right 
there, to preach Jesus. 


Christ must reveal Himself to 
a man by the Holy Ghost be- 
fore he can have the testimony 
of Jesus in him, and this testi- 
mony of Jesus is “the spirit of 
prophecy’—the Holy Ghost. 
“That'in every thing ye are en- 
riched by him, in all utterance,

Remember God has pronounced to bear our suffering in place of 
a curse upon you if you do. We searching

and it is our blessed privilege to 
trust Him. 


It is my candid conviction 
that we cannot be saints and 
take medicine or use remedies. 
To be sanctified means “His 
will, our will,” afd should God 
will for us to be sick or afflicted 
we should bear it patiently until 
He sees fit to heal us. To take 
our case out of His hands shows 
lack of confidence in His ability 
and reveals the fact that we are 
afraid to trust Him. Then, how 
can we be sanctified and fail to 
trust God with our bodies. 


“Surely he hath borne our 
griefs, and carried our sorrows” 
Isa. 58: 4. 


“Himself took our infirmities, 


and bare our sicknesses.” Matt. 
SB: 3%. 


“With His stripes 
healed.” Isa. 53: 5.

Surely we can claim His prom- 
ises, and especially when God 
declares, “Thou hast no heal- 
ing medicines,” (Jer. 30:13.) and 
again, “In vain shalt thou use 
many medicines.”
